THE IVORY INDUSTRY. 

n MaHM DMtli to Sn^enty-FIre TbooAlBd 
KlepiuuBU AnnoaUy. 

One-fifth of the world's commerce In 
ivory comes to Great Britain, and it will 
ahtouiah most people, aajrs Answers, 
to loam that 15,000 elenhants have to be 
killed every y«»r to keep our murkets 
supplied with the precious substance. 
AJtogrether, to keep the whple world in 
ivory— apart from fossil tusks — 76,000 
elephonts are alaugbtered annu.olly. 

Africa is this g^reat ivory country; and 
in the Con^ro basin, the best huntln;^ 
ground, there are supposed to be oboui; 
200,000 eleptiants. worth altogether 
about £ .Wd.OOO. The average weight 
of ivory obtained from a single ele- 
phant Ib about fiO pounds. Tusks 
wflgliina- about 100 pounds each havo 
been procured, but this is very rare. 

The mcst expensive tusks are those 
used in the manufacture of billiard 
balls; they cost, as a rule, £110 a 100- 
weight. 

Ivory dust and shavings are Ulfced by 
confectioners to stiftec the mor 
pensive kinds of Jellies. The scrapings 
ore oft«n burnt and mode into a paint 
known as "ivory black," worth about 
£ 20 a ton. 

The hardest of all ivory ia that ob- 
tained from the hippopotamus. ItwUI 
emit sparks like a plooe of flint when 
struck with steel, and ti principally 
used in making artiflblal teeth.

Nut are i.s doinf,' for California vine- 
ardlyts wiuit, tin y long luid fruitleasly 
icd to do for t.lieuiselves. It is re- 
irti'd from many localities that the 
liyiloxera, the most serious iiest tliat. 
IK e\cr utt^u'ki'd 'the vines, is dying 
lit. The ixiKrts have tried everj' 
nicfly to .stay the propfress of this 
'.St, iiut without avail, and sl.x years 
fo tlic vineyardiste of the Sonoma and 
apa. valleys plowed up all their vines 
and replanted the ground with resist- 
int stoclf. The experts believed that 
dl non-re' istaut vines were doomed 
X) destruction by the phylloxera. But 
■eports hove recentJy come to the state 
inspector of orchard pests that a ma- 
terinJ falling ofit in the ravages of the 
pest haa lieen noticed for some time. 
Vines once affected by it are now al- 
most free. The inspector haa beguii 
a thorough investig.ation of the pleas- 
ing phenoniena. He thinks some nat- 
ural cnen'.y of the |iest has appeared 
or that some deadly di.«^ase has at- 
tacked t he phylloxera nnd is extermin- 
ating it. Wliatever is the cause, the re- 
Hult mean great gain for tlie vlne- 
yar(Ii:,t:j.

mules, 2,278,946; milch cows, 16,187,-

409; sheep, 88^298,783, and swine, 
42jS42,759. ^ 

The averaj^o farm prices per hoacl 
are estimated, for horses at i?H3.07; 
mules, $15,29; milch cows. $22.55; 
oxen and other cattle, $15.85; sheep, 
$1.70; swkie, $4.35. The aggregate 
values are: For horses, $500,140,-

Swine have increased generally 
throu^rhout the east, south and west, 
with a fallin^T off in the great central 
stivtes. 

In reported prices per head,horaes, 
mules and swine are lower than in 
January, 1895, while milch cows, 
other cattle and sheep are higher. 

In aggregate value horses have de- 
creased 13.3 per cent.; mules, 7.0 per 
cent.; sheep, 2.3 per cent., and swine 
16 per cent., during 1895, while 
milch cows have increased 0.4 per 
cent., and other cattle 5.4 percent. 

The grand total of all live stock 
has fallen off $91,520,222, or 5.0 per 
cent., from January, 1895.

OHANOE FOB THE BOY& 

Many of Them Owi H«va Employ* 
ment on the Ocean Steamships. 

In every large tity there is a per- 
plexing problem to be solved by 
workers among the tralfs and ohii- 
dren of the poor ib the question: 
"What shall, ^ dme vlth tite boys 
as they grow up lio'mainibOoat** eaya 
the Washington Star. Trade con- 
ditions are often such that they can- 
not be apprenticed, or there may be 
no special aptitude in the lads war- 
ranting their being put to • 
mechanical pursuit. Too few of t 
are capable of mentftl defVelopment 
required in professional lines, and 
the field available for the majority of 
them to occupy is small, indeed. 
There is a feature of the administra- 
tion of a Glerman Une of steamers 
that offers a partial solutkm <a the 
problem. This company recruits a 
great port of Its senrloe from the 
Gennaa ttibUo toboaU, taUag the 
boyialibe age of about U ymn, 
when the majority of them, as is the 
case in many cities, are compelled 
family circimostances to lea^e the 
ed'acational institutions to help in 
getting a living. They enter the 
steamer's service as apprentices, so 
to speak, and they develop into the 
ship's ofQcers. 

American passengers on these 
steamers testify that the staff of- 
ficers, who are in most cases gradu- 
ates from the apprentice classes so 
formed, compare most favorably with 
those of other lines, and the men all 
show an unusual degree of Intelli- 
gence. The boys are trained in every 
branch of seamanship, and are thus 
given a technical knowledge bettw 
than many trades and containing 
great and ever growing poesibilities 
for advancement and expansion. The 
busibess of carrying passengers, 
maUs and freight across tba ocean is 
greatly on the increase, and tho im- 
provcmcnta (vmstautly behig applied 
to the merchant marine tend to 
widen tlie profitable possibilities of 
that calling. There is no American 
line of steamers now employing such 
com m enda b le methods, but it is 
highly desirable that there should be 
a<»ne definite movement to that end. 
There are tliousands of boys in this 
country who might most advanta- 
geously be placed in such lines of work, 
tjid their employment thus would 
take a great burden of responsibility 
from the city, the church, tho soci- 
ety, the individual charity worker, 
and In many cases the parent 
A New Crime.

A HOUSE OF REFORM. 



The ODTrmor SIgrn* The mil 
One— Otl>«r New Acts. 

Frankfort, Ky., March 21.— Gov. 
Bradley placed his signature of ap- 
proval upon five bills, four of which 
orignated in the Senate and one in 
the House. At the same time he 
vetoed one bill, authorizing County 
Clerks to redraft maps and charts in 
their posaeaalon whloh hare become 
worn irom constant use, and also pro- 
viding for indexing certain records. 
In Jefferson county it would have 
cost many thousands of dollars and 
would have necessitated a larger force 
in County Clerk Johnson's office. 

The most important bill signed to- 
day establirihes two houses or reform, 
one for boys aud one for girls, pro- 
vides tor the govermeut thereof, and 
makes an appropriation therefor. 
The suni of $100,000 is appropriated 
1 or the purpose of parchaamg grounds 
and the erection of suitable buildings 
The general supervision and govern- 
meut of the institution is vestra in a 
board of trustees, consisting of six 
persons, three women and three men. 
The trustees shall be appointed by 
Governor, so the act specifies, by 

with consent of the Senate. At 

no time shall a majority of the trus- 
tees be members of the same political 
party, or of the same religious de- 
nomination. They shall bold office 
for sis years. It provides for separate 
departments for white and colored 
children. Many details concerning 
the two iustitutious art; given. 

Another bill which he approved is 
to prevent fraud in canning iruit and 
vegetables. It was introduced in the 
House by Representative Cbarlee 
White, of Hardm county. 

A very important act approyed to- 
day permits persons to conduct the 
business of a trust company with a 
capital as small as $25,000 in counties 
having a population of 25,000 or less.

They are fqrmed from the small intes- 
tines, wUoh must be very carefully 
.scraped. The inteitines are thop 
steeped in alkaline lyee, clarifled ^vith 
a little aJum for four or five days, until 
well bleached and swollen. 

They are neoct drawn through an 
oi)eii brass thimble, and pressed afjainst 
it with the rail in order to smooth and 
equal the surface, after "which they are 
washed, spun or twisted, nnd sulphui^ 
during two houns. The strings are 
finally poii-shed by friction and drie<l. 
Sometimes they are sulpliuri'd twice or 
thrice before the finishing process.
